As per claim 1 , the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination thereof, does 
not disclose or suggest in the claimed combination: 

calculating a first life reduction amount from a natural logarithmic function with 
the number-of-discharges of the battery as a variable; and 

setting a value obtained by subtracting the first life reduction amount from the 
expected life value to a remaining life value.

As per claim 4 primarily, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination 
thereof, does not disclose or suggest in the claimed combination:

from the expected life value selected by the expected life value selecting means and the 
first life reduction amount calculated by the first life reduction amount calculating means.
